Hint liie Spanish jfovernini-nt had siijf- 
jfested the impropriety of .Henilintr re- 
lief supplies to the< nliaii rei-oncentra- 
dos on the cruiser .Montg-omery and (fun- 
Ixiiit Nashville, to which suggestion 
the I'nited States had given a like an- 
swer ill the ne(.'ative. 

'i'he lirst intimation of these sli ps 
l aiiii' in a brief and explicit cable dis- 
patch from Madrid. Prior to its re- 
ceipt, howerer, the authorities here 
had been fully conversant with the 
facts, although no Intlmatioa had been 
allowed to get to the publla cm either 
subject. The diaoloanrBa from Madrid 
left BO further grotmd for ratleence In 
Washington, aad aftar a conference at 
the White House between the presi- 
dent. Assistant Secretary Day, of the 
state department, and Secretary Long 
of the navy depariaiant, the following 
authorized atatanent was given out by 
Judge Dayaa comprising avanrthing 
that wa.s to be said hy tha admhiistra- 
tion on the snhjeet: 

"The presideiii will nut consider the 
recall of (ieu. Lee. Ue ^as borne him- 
sidf thrnuf^houtthls crisis with judg- 
ment, (idciity and courage, and to ttie 
president's entire satisfaction. 

"As to the supplies for the relief of 
the Cuban people, all arrangements 
have been mudu to carry a oonsig'n- 
ment this week from Key West by one 
of the naval vetsela, whichever n- ly he 
best adapted and most nvailahlu for 
the pur|x>.se. to Mantanzaa and Sa^iiu. 

".\lthou)rh the officials here are uon- 
.'oiumittul on the siiliject. it is believed 
that the reipiest for lien. I/ce s recall 
was ni ide at least a day or two u>fo. 
sn<i that 'he Spanish ffovernmint. 
after rei eivinif the reply of the stale 
dep;i I t iiiriil lias not insisted either 
upon 1,1'es reia II or upon its content ion 
that the relief wpiilies should not Iw 
mnl to Cuba in nuvul vessels."

The Gold SUndard a Fact to be 
Aoecpted. 

"For better or for worse, the 
great commercial nations of the 
world have concluded to transact 
their business snd measure their 
exchanges in terms of single gold 
standard," says the /!fuieiv 0/ Jte- 
ii Ti's. "The people of the United 
States in 1896 decided that, quite 
apart from the theory of the ques- 
tion, It was expedient for this 
country to stand with the rest of 
the world in this particular matter 
of the measure of value. For all 
practical purposes the existing 
monetary standard might well be 
accepted as if it were a fundamental 
physical factor in the position of 
the country, like the Mississippi 
river or the Rocky mountains. 
Tunneling, irrigation and other 
works of man may gradually alter 
the economic significance of the 
Rocky mountains, while the im- 
provement of navigation and the 
regulation of overllow may also af- 
fect the relations of the Mississippi 
river to the welfare of the great 
valley that it drains. In like man- 
ner there may gradually come 
about important changea in so 
fundamental a thing as the stsnd- 
ard by which men measure values. 
But great nations are likely to 
make such chanp^cs gradually and 
conservatively, and laws may be 
expected 10 follow timidly and 
tardily where practical business 
facts have led the way. Taking 
all things into account, it is hardly 
a rash or exaggerated thing to say 
that for the present in this coun 
try the gold standard is about as 
firmly established a fact as a re- 
publican form of government. We 
are not discussing what ought to 
be or what ought not to be. But 
we are aaking men to admit the 
hard facts. 

In England, ccrtninl)-. the gold 
standard is a much lirnicrlact than 
the Kstablislied Church, the privi- 
leges of landed property, the her- 
editary House of Lords, or even 
the institution of royalty. India's 
silver circulation is soon inevitably 
to be made subsidiary to gold as 
the standard of reckoning. Rus 
sia has now completed all lur ar 
rangements lor the practical adop 
tion of the gold-standard. Japan 
has entered the list of the gold- 
standard nations, and nothing but 
the lack of a really authoritive cen 
iral government in China can long 
prevent some important steps in 
that country in the same direction. 
Theory in these matters is one 
thing and practice is another. 
The theory of international bi- 
metallism may continue to be 
cherished by a man who allows 
himself to perceive that for the 
present and near future no inter- 
national coinage agreement in fa- 
vor of silver can possibly be se- 
cured."

Dr. A. T. McCor- 
mack, Chief Inspector, and four 
assistants are in charge and claim 
they are able to cope with the epi- 
demic. One hundred and sixty- 
nine cases since February, and 
disease was declared epidemic on 
March 4. City is without means; 
county refutes to furnish and pest- 
house without provisions since 
Saturday. Citizens protest that 
Slate board c.iiinot lind iiioiuy and 
are not able to handle matter. Un- 
der circumstances do not sec that 
service can do anything, and un- 
less otherwise ordered shall leave 
for Wilmington."

An ordinary passenger car 00 a steam 
railroad costs from $4,000 to 13.000 and 
weighs 38,000 ponads or nineteen Ions. A 
mail car, wbkb costs from a.ooo to ti.soo 
and is shorter by attout one-quarter than 
the ordinary passenger coach, weighs 32,- 
000 pounds, or sixteen tons. A baggage 
car, without the baggage in it, weighs 2S,- 
000 pounds, or fonrteen tons, and costs 
about as much as a mail car. A sleeping 
car is more expensive than any ot tbo 
others, and it weighs • good deal more, too. 
A plain, simple but durable sleeping car- 
with observatory allacbmenis, literary an- 
nex and culinary department costs any- 
where from $10,000 to $20,000. The 
average weight of a sleeping car is from 
twenty lo twenty-two tons. 

A full train in motion, as a little figuring 
will show, is no light affair. Tbe ordinary 
weight of tbe railroad locomotive for pass- 
enger service, inclusive of tender, but not 
of fuel in Ihe tender, is forty tons. One 
baggagecar weighs fourteen tons and one 
mail car sixteen uips, bringing up the 
weight of the locomotive and Ihe baggage 
and mail cars lo seventy tons. Six pass- 
enger cars at an average of nineteen tons, 
weight ot baggage, of Ihe fuel carried, 
weight of a train made up of a locomotive 
and eight cars would be 184 Ions, or 368, 

000 pounds, esclosive of ibe passengers 
and mail matter. 

I'ulling 1K4 tons along rails .it ihi- r.ilc 
of fifty miles an hour or more is an 
achievement which bas not been easily 
brought about, and Ihe more Ihe problem 
is sludiad Ibe more clearly it is understood 
how tar Iho mechanical work on railroad 
has been posbed. There were by the last 
figures reported 36,000 locomotives in 
on Ihe Amtrican r.iilro.ids j', i o) pass- 
enger cars anil ."S iki.i mul ;inil h.i^gage 
cars. Those figures seem I irt;e iiniil com- 
pared with the number of freight r.irs on 
American railroads, and then they seem 
insignificant, for tbe number of freight 
cars in use is 1,250,000 

Freight cars among Ibe railroad men are 
divided into four classes — flat cars, such 
are used for the transportation of stone, 
in.ichinery and lumbei . Lidx cars, such as 
are used for tbe transportation of grain 
fiail aad ordinary mercbandisr; stock carr, 
saeb as are nsed for cattle, and coal cars, 
tnch as are used for tbe iraosportaiioo of 
coal and oil— those used for oil being sup 
plied with tanks. The average weight of 
flat or gondola car is seven loos. Tbe 
car costs from $too Ic $400 Hox cats 
wei^;ll a tun more ;ind cost $100 more each 
Stock cars weigh eight tons each on tbe 
average; coal cars weigh three tons each 
It coats about Isoo to build coal or oil cars 
and tbay are dasigned to carry five tons 
apiece. Tbe weight of fitly coal cars is 

1 JO tons, :in(l rif the cotttenis, if all filled, 
250 Ions, whu !, with locomotive and ca- 
boose added make 420 Ions as the weight 
of a train. It may l>e aditcd, roughly, that 
the weight of loaded trains, tiassenger. coal 
or freight ranges from 2:>o to 550 Ions. 
Tbe lighter the train, ihe greater ibe speed:
